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College of Engineering lays out schematic for pre-major 


Fall 2013 freshmen will have to first declare’ 
themselves as pre-engineering majors.

A new group of students will walk 
Cal State Long Beach’s lower campus 
this time next year, a group of pre-en- 
gineering majors. 


Starting fall 2013, freshmen apply- 
ing to the College of Engineering must 
first declare themselves as pre-engi- 
neering majors, according to Dhushy 
Sathianathan, associate dean in the 
College of Engineering. Students will 
only have the opportunity to declare 
themselves ‘engineering majors after 
completing their general education and 
engineering prerequisites: 


“Pre-major status students will have 
to prove themselves that they can do 
the requirements, then they’ll be ad- 
mitted to the major,” Sathianathan 
said. 

The new pre-major status will be 
used to gauge a student’s potential for 
success in the engineering program, 
according to Sathianathan. 

The College of Engineering has 
the smallest population of students on 
campus, according to Lily Gossage, 
a research associate in the Office of 
Engineering for Educational Research 


and Assessment. However, it also has 
the highest number of academic proba- 
tions. 

Of a freshmen cohort in 2003, which 
had an. expected six-year graduation 
rate, only 20 percent of its students 
completed the engineering degree, 
Gossage said. She also said that low 
graduation rates are a trend for the 
College of Engineering. 

“[Graduation rates] reflect our need 
to explore and investigate the reasons 
why students are failing,’ Gossage 
said. 


The College of Engineering has 
made other attempts in the past to in- 
crease student retention in the college. 
In 2011, it implemented a pilot pro- 
gram called Engineering Freshmen, 
Intervention, Retention and Success 
through Tracking (E-FIRST), which 
tracks engineering students’ progress 
in the program and ultimately aims to 
improve graduation rates. 

E-FIRST records the progress of 
students semester by semester as

Haas-Stapleton brings life to 

technology and technology to 
life in his teaching. 

Haas-Stapleton received the Cal State 
University Sony Electronics Faculty Award 
for Innovative Instruction with Technology on 
Nov. 13 for making his teaching more techno- 
logically accessible to his students. 

“What we were really looking for were 
people who use the technology either to 
reduce the course cost for students or to use 
the technology to create an engaging learning 


environment, or a combination of the two 
things,” CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
about the award qualifications. 

One of Haas-Stapleton’s teaching methods 
is audio recording his lectures as study 
material and monitoring student comprehen- 
sion with iClickers, which give students the 
ability to respond to his material. He said 
that once he asks a question, students can use 
an iClicker to see if they are comprehending 
what he has taught for the day. 

Haas-Stapleton also uses plasma computer 
screens to teach his‘classes. 

“Based on this classroom environment, it’s 
easier to get stuff done and understand [mate- 
rial],” Kelly Cunningham, a senior cellular 
and molecular biology major, said. “When he 
draws a picture, it is displayed on each TV 
and it is easier to understand and look at.” 


Eilleen Salas, a senior biology major with 
an emphasis in zoology, said that she has 
never experienced a learning setting quite 
like Haas-Stapleton’s biology classroom. . 

“T think that because this is so different, it 
is almost like a fresh feeling and it’s bigger,”. 
Salas said. “I think it helps out a lot when he 
writes things [through the TV monitors]. If 
you draw something wrong, you can see what 
he drew.” ¢ 

Haas-Stapleton said he believes that he 
won the award because he was willing to 
think outside the box to get his students to 
participate in the classroom, regardless of the 
class size. + 

“Being recognized in this way motivates 
me to take greater strides for trying new

Cal State Long Beach counselors aim to 
put a cap on holiday stresses, finals anxiety 


CAPS usually sees a 
10 percent increase 
during final season.

With finals just around the corner 
and holidays down the block, student 
anxiety has been on the rise. “ 

Cal State Long Beach’s Counseling 
and Psychological Services (CAPS) is 
one place where students can go if they 
need someone to talk to about stress or 
depression. According to CAPS Direc- 
tor Brad Compliment, the office sees 
approximately a 10 percent increase in 
student appointments at CAPS during 
the holiday and finals season. 

“We'll see it again during the spring 
semester,” Compliment said. “The is- 
sues are different somewhat when you 
are getting close to the other semester 

. Seniors are in the ‘what am I going 
to do now’ phase.” 

Students also often change the fo- 
cus of their appointments, Compliment 
said. Many still visit CAPS when they 
are depressed or have anxiety, but they 
also bring up issues of getting back to- 
gether with family after a long semester 


and going into finals. 

With the spike in the number of 
visits, Compliment said that one dif- 
ficulty is not having enough personnel 
to serve the student flow. CAPS has 
to draw on temporary staff during the 
busy season and work with what the 
student services budget allows, Com- 
pliment said. 

“T could use twice as many personnel 
as I have now,” he said. 

Compliment said that CAPS’ main 
mission is to help students with any- 
thing that gets in the way of their aca- 
demic success. This includes, but is not 
limited to, relationship issues, stress 
and family problems. — 

Senior economics major Evelyn San- 


’ chez said she appreciates CAPS being 


there with an open ear during stressful 
times and a “loss of focus.” 
“Not knowing how to allocate my 


-time for certain subjects stresses me 


out,” she said. “Especially when you 
have a lot of stuff to do ... they’re there 
for you and are listening to you.” 

CAPS offers an array of services, 
from individual counseling, group 
counseling, oriline assessments and 
surveys to workshops that help cope 
with testing anxiety and social relation- 
ships. 

Another major part of CAPS is Proj- 
ect OCEAN (On Campus Emergency 
Assistance Network), which addresses 
suicide and its prevention. One student 


who benefited from Project OCEAN’s 
mission was Jen Ngo, a junior English 
literature major. 

“I personally called in because for 
the past few weeks and years,” Ngo 
said. “I’ve been really depressed and 
suicidal.” 

Ngo was given immediate assistance 
by an on-call psychologist and taken 
to a nearby hospital. She was evalu- 
ated and said she will continue to visit 
CAPS to help her get back into an ev- 
eryday routine. 

According to Compliment, student 
surveys are conducted twice a year to 
get their feedback on CAPS and ap- 
proximately 90 percent of students 


served say it has helped them person- 
ally and academically. More than 1,600 


students have been provided with ser- 
vices through CAPS. 

“T definitely recommend [CAPS] to 
people who question if they’re stressed 
out or unhappy,” Ngo said. “I also think 
people think they have to be extreme 
to go get a therapist, but that is not the 
case. Most times, it’s just easier to tell 
a stranger these things.” 


The CAPS office is open Monday 


through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. in 
Brotman Hall room 226, and students 
also have access to a 24-hour counselor 
at (562) 985-4001. To schedule an ap- 
pointment or to find out more about 
CAPS visit www.csulb.edu/divisions/ 
students/caps. 


Certificate programs, 
master’s program may 
face the chopping block 


Academic Senate is 
expected to discuss 
the changes during 
the next meeting.

Cal State Long Beach’s Academic 
Senate jis expected to discuss and 
possibly vote on discontinuing three 
certificate programs and a master’s 
program next week. 

According to its website, the 
Academic Senate will begin a: first 
reading of requests to discontinue 
the certificates in Asian American 
studies, Japanese studies and Russian 
and Eastern European studies. The 
discontinuance of the master’s degree 
in physical therapy was also on the 
agenda. 

The Academic Senate discussed 
the possible discontinuance of the 
three certificates and master’s pro- 
gram during their meeting on Nov. 
15. The requests to discontinue the 
certificates and degree came from 
their respective departments. 

According to the CSULB website, 
a certificate is defined as a program 
that requires 24 to 27 units of course- 


work that focuses on the “practical 
application of knowledge.” 


The reasons for the discontinuance 
requests- included a lack of student 


involvement and interest as well as ~ 


new federal financial aid regulations, 
according to the Academic Senate 
website. 

“The program has no students in 
it,’ Romance, German, Russian Lan- 
guage and Literatures (RGRLL) chair 
Lisa Vollendorf said in a letter to the 
Academic Senate. “We increasingly 


have seen students abandon the [Rus- ~ 


sian and Eastern European Studies] 
certificate in favor ... of the minor in 
Russian.” 

Another reason for the request to 
discontinue the Russian and Eastern 


European Studies certificate was that 
it did not comply with new federal fi- 
nancial aid regulations. 

“The changes to the Federal Finan- 
cial regulations for 2011-12 mandate 
that all certificates offer clear paths to 
employment,” Vollendorf said. “The 
certificate ... does not meet this i im- 
portant étitérion” 

John Tsuchida, a professor of Japa- 
‘nese at CSULB, sent a similar letter 
to the Academic Senate, according to 
its website. 

“The primary justification for 
discontinuing the certificate is that 
there have been very few students 


in the certificate program,” Tsu- . 


chida said. 

For the vice chair and academic 
adviser for the department of Asian 
and Asian-American studies, Teri 
Yamada, the decision to discontinue 
the Asian American studies certifi- 
cate did not come as a surprise. 

“There is nothing irregular about 
these specific discontinuances,” 
Yamada said via email. She said it 
likely occurred because of a lack of 
student interest. 

According to a letter sent to the 
Academic Senate from Dean of 
Graduate Studies Cecile Lindsay, the 
reason for the request to discontinue 
the physical therapy master’s degree 
is simple. 

“The cognizant accrediting orga- 
nization has moved to a Doctor of 
Physical Therapy as the entry level 
degree for professionals in the field; ~ 
Lindsay said. 

The only senator who opposed 
the idea of discontinuing the cer- 


- tificates and degrees at the meeting 


was Kirstyn Chun. 

“T objected to the placement of 
the proposed discontinuances ... be- 
ing placed on the consent calendar,” 
Chun said. 

According to Chun, the Academic 
Senate will now have the opportu- 
nity to learn more about the possible 
discontinuances before they vote on 
whether to eliminate the certificates 
or not.

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LBPD says ‘Walk It or Lock It’ 


The program is 
meant to encourage 
bicyclists not to ride 
on sidewalks.

Bike Long Beach has teamed up 
with the Long Beach Police Depart- 
ment to spread awareness about 
“Walk It or Lock It,” the initiative to 
keep bicyclists off sidewalks in Long 
Beach’s business district, 


City officials want to encourage 


cyclists to walk their bikes while on 
sidewalks or to lock them up at one 
of Long Beach’s 1,300 public bike 
racks. 

The city created this program last 
year after several accidents with 
cyclists on sidewalks occurred — 
most prominently a case involving 
a 90-year-old woman who broke her 
hip after being struck by a bicycle on 
the sidewalk in front of her nursing 
home. : : 

As of now, the program is being 
enforced in Downtown Long Beach, 
the East Village Arts District, Ret- 
ro Row on Fourth Street; Belmont 
Shore, Bixby Knolls and Cambodia 
Town. : . 

Cyclists who fail to walk or lock 
their bicycles on sidewalks may be 
ticketed, but the LBPD is also work-

ing to educate the public, according 
to Allan Crawford, bicycle coordina- 
tor for the City of Long Beach. Po- 
lice officers are passing out fliers and 
informational cards to instruct both 
motorists and bicyclists on biking 
safety. Crawford said they have also 
added new signs and ground stencil- 
ing to make the public more aware 
of proper bicycle use while on city 
streets 

“We want people to be comfort- 
able on our sidewalks and our streets,” 
Crawford said. “In places with a lot of 
people, safety is vital.” 

Since 2008, the number of cyclists 
riding on the streets in Long Beach 
has increased by 70 percent, accord- 
ing to Crawford. However, in the year 
and a half that “Walk It or Lock It” 
has been in effect, Crawford said the 
amount of cyclists on sidewalks near 
Third Street and Broadway has been 
cut in half. 

Another goal of “Walk It or, Lock 
It” was to cut down the number of 
bike riders going the wrong direc- 
tion on city streets, which has also 
decreased by 50 percent in the past 
year and a half, according to Craw- 
ford. 

“T think it’s a fair compromise to 
not ride on sidewalks,” senior Marc 
Mejia said. “A big problem is how we 
[cyclists] are viewed. Bike riders must 
be considerate to pedestrians. But it’s 
up to the city to provide safe alterna- 
tives.” 

Long Beach, which-has more than 
120 miles of bike paths in the city, was 
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named the 19th most bike-friendly 
city by Bicycling magazine this year. 
“Sharrows,” or painted arrows on the 
road to alert motorists of shared lanes 
and show cyclists where to ride safely- 
on the street, can be found in Belmont 
Shore, Retro Row and in Downtown 
Long Beach. 

Also, the Vista Street Bike Boule- 
vard provides a low-traffic street for 
students, commuters and recreational 
users to safely travel around the city. 
According to the Bike Long Beach 
website, three more bike boulevards 
are currently being designed, and 
there are also banners and signs alert- 
ing motorists to share the road with 
cyclists. : 

Senior photography major Jonathan 
Castillo said the bike lanes are neces- 
sary for everyone’s safety. 

“Riding on a sidewalk can be 
dangerous to other people,” he said. 
“There are bike lanes everywhere 
in Long Beach — people should use 
them.” 

The city has enacted a five-year 
bike plan, which will include another 
30 miles of new bike paths and bicy- 
cle education for motorists, cyclists, 
and children, according to the Bike 
Long Beach website. It also aims to 


promote local businesses by encour-- 


aging residents to bike and shop in 
Long Beach. 


The city. plans to launch a bike | 


share program next year, which will 
make 2,500 bicycles available to rent, 
according to the Bike Long Beach 
website. 
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they obtain academic credits. With E- 
FIRST, students must pass calculus 1 


before their second fall semester or the 
college puts a registration hold on the 
student’s account. 


“Sometimes I had my doubts. Some

E-FIRST is the only program within 
the Cal State University system that 
monitors cohorts of engineering stu- 
dents as they move through their classes 
and approach graduation.

pleton was awarded a VAIO laptop 
computer, tablet, camera and other

Stapleton said he plans ‘to record his 
class sessions with his new camera 
for students to use as review and will 
implement new software to engage 
his students. ’ 

As the only biology professor who 
teaches -in the technologically ad- 
vanced classroom, Academic Services 
room 244, Haas-Stapleton said the 
classroom design is a big experiment.

“The program is very proactive and 
intrusive,” Gossage said. “But students 
seem thrilled that someone’s watching

Right now, the program is tracking 
537 freshmen students from the fall 
2011 cohort and found that 209 stu- 
dents were not making degree prog- 
ress, according Sathianathan. For the 
fall 2012 cohort, E-FIRST is tracking 
594 freshmen. The data gathered tells 
research associates the student’s name, 
GPA, classes taken, previous school 
and if the student is an underrepresent- 
ed minority. 

“Before we were the police,” Sathi- 
anathan said. “Now the burden will fall 
on the students.”

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Gavin Arroyo led 
the men’s water 
polo team to its best 
finish in 31 years.

The Long Beach State men’s water 
polo team achieved its second-best re- 
cord in school history this year, and 
head coach Gavin Arroyo was quickly 
recognized for his contributions to the 
team’s success. 

Arroyo was named Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation (MPSF) 
Coach of the Year Tuesday, when all 
of the conference’s coaches met to 
hand out postseason awards. 

Arroyo said his conference peers 
were the best in the country and that 

he was honored by their decision to 
" select him for the award. 

“I’m flattered and humbled for re- 
ceiving their vote,” Arroyo said. “I 
have great respect for all the coaches.” 

This is the second time that Arroyo 
has been granted the distinction. He 
shared the honor in 2007. 

The seventh-year 49er coach re- 
turned to the MPSF tournament for the 
first time since 2008 and earned victo- 
ries over UC Santa Barbara and Pacific 
to capture fifth place at the tournament. 

The 49ers finished 24-8 overall, 
4-4 in MPSF, and collected a pair of 
upset victories over top-five teams 
Cal and Pepperdine to solidify their 
spot in the tournament.

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Arroyo said that the team’s most im- 
pressive feat was its win total but that 
earning a postseason berth was some- 
thing he would like to do more often. 

“Making the tournament is some- 
thing we need to be doing on a yearly 
basis,” Arroyo said. He also said that 
The Beach had been the recipient of 
some bad luck in recent seasons. 

An outstanding récruiting class 
helped spark the 49ers’ .750 winning- 
percentage. Junior college transfer 
Balint Meszaros solidified the back 
end of the defense with a school- 
record 284 seasons on the year. 
Meszaros just barely broke the previ- 
ous record of 282 stops set by Derek 


Senior transfer Spencer White and 
freshman Nolan McConnell joined 
Meszaros as: 49er newcomers. All 
three earned All-MPSF Honorable 
Mentions. 

Dan Matulis, who led LBSU in 
goal-scoring with 69 on the season, 
was the lone 49er to receive second- 
team all-conference honors. 

Arroyo credited his. players for 
their hard work, saying they played 
like they had something to prove. He 
also said that he was proud of the pro- 
duction he got from the team’s first- 
year players. 

LBSU will return nearly all of its 
key players and look to add to Arroyo’s

The team will miss out on the NCAA 
tournament for the first time in 26 years, 
but Gimmillaro said he is proud of the way 
it responded to adversity and made a case 
for itself'as an at-large bid by winning the 
final seven matches of its season.

~Women’s basketball team to face third Pac-12 opponent in four games 


The 49ers will attempt 
to back up an upset 

of Washington with a 
win over Arizona.

Forty minutes of full effort and focus 
will once again be the calling card for 
the Long Beach State women’s basket- 
ball team (3-3), as it willshost another 
Pac-12 foe in Arizona (4-2) on Sunday. 

The 49ers suffered a blowout loss to 
the No. 1 Stanford on Sunday but col- 
lected a pair of emotional wins over 


Washington and Utah Valley earlier in 
the week. The victory over Washington 
marked LBSU’s first win over a Pac-12 
team in five years, and Friday’s road 
win at Utah Valley required a stunning 
comeback from a 22-point deficit. 
“We're competing,” head coach Jody 
’ Wynn said. “We showed tremendous 
amount of heart coming back at Utah 
Valley after being down 22 points. We 
showed resiliency. That was a gut check.” 
The ‘Niners may have gotten away 
with a slow start at Utah Valley, but 


they shouldn’t expect'to be able to do: 


the same against Pac-12 schools like 
Arizona and Washington. 

“The way we beat Washington was. dis- 
cipline for 40 minutes,” Wynn said. “We 
didn’t have a lot of lapses where somebody 
fell asleep defensively or somebody didn’t 


move offensively in the right manner.” 

Arizona started its season with four 
straight wins, but it has since hit a bit 
of a slump. The Wildcats have lost two 
of their last three, with the losses com- 
ing by a combined 25 points. They have 
also done a lot of traveling lately, as 
they made stops in Texas and the Baha- 
mas before coming to The Beach. 

The Wildcats are led by senior guard 
Davellyn Whyte, a sharpshooter who has 
earned All-Pac-12 honors each of her pre- 
vious three seasons. “Arizona has a pro- 
lific scorer in Whyte,” Wynn said. “She 
can shoot from anywhere in the gym.” 

The Wildcats have another deadeye 
outside shooter in junior wing Kama 
Griffitts, who is shooting 36 percent 
from beyond the arc. 

Arizona has also taken full advantage

of its length and athleticism, as it averages 
43,2 rebounds per game. Five of its players 
average over five boards per contest. 
“Arizona is extremely athletic? Wynn 
said. “They have some great rebounders.” 
Conversely, the ‘Niners only have two 
players averaging over five rebounds per 
game. Point guard Alex Sanchez leads 
the team with 6.7 per game, and forward 
Ella Clark has been counted on for 5 re- 
bounds per game. With just 37.5 rebounds 
“per game as a team, lack of aggressiveness 


under the rim has been one of the biggest 


weaknesses for The Beach this season. 

“1 would like for our big players to 
rebound better,’ Wynn said. “But we 
certainly can’t take away Alex [San- 
chez’s] basketball instincts. She has a 
great nose for the ball. A lot of rebound- 
ing is about instincts, and she has pretty

good instincts.” ; 

The Wildcats have been able to rely 
on their defense as much as their of- 
fense to win games this year. They have 
held opponents to only 60.5 points per 
game on 38 percent shooting so far. 

Wynn said she believes her team 
needs “focus, discipline and play hard- 
er than [the Wildcats] do” to withstand 
Arizona’s defensive pressure. 

“T expect us to play harder than every 
opponent we play and play with the effort 
that we need,” she said. ““We’ve played 
well in spurts [this season]. That will give 
us confidence to know that anybody can 
beat anybody on any given day. If we’re 
down, we can come back and win, and if 
we're up, we can still lose.” ; 

The game is scheduled to tip off at 1 
p.m. on Sunday at the Walter Pyramid.
